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GHI Board Streamlines Meeting 
Procedure; Weyel on GDC Board 

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc,, board of directors at a special 
meeting on Thursday, June 26, took a series of steps that it hopes 
will help to shorten its meetings. Numerous complaints have been 
received that meetings had been running too long, sometimes not 
adjourning until after 1 a.m. 


A key proposal adopted provided 
that if by 11:30 p.m. a substantial 
number of items are left on the 
agenda, the board will only take 
up those that need action that 
night. If these items are not dis¬ 
posed of by 12 midnight, the board 
will recess until a future date 
determined at that time by the 
board. 

The board also decided to re¬ 
quire that committee reports, with 
certain exceptions, be received in 
writing before the meeting. It was 
thought that prior acquaintance 
with committee report contents 
would save discussion time at 
meetings. Another time-saving 
proposal adopted was the anno¬ 
tation of the agenda so that board 
members would be acquaintetd be¬ 
forehand with the general content 
of the night's business. 

The board also agreed that the 
closing item of the agenda which 
is reserved for individual board 
members to bring up sundry items 
be restricted in use. It was pro¬ 
posed, for example, that boat'd 
members not use this time to re¬ 
lay complaints of members, unless 
such complaints involve general 
policy matters- Even then, it was 
decided that the board would not 
take action in such matters on the 
same night. 

One suggestion not approved was 
a limitation on speakers and on the 
number of times a member can 
speak on a particular subject. It 
was felt that there were other 
ways of controlling lengthy dis¬ 
cussions, such as “calling for the 
question." 

Other Matters 

Last Thursday's meeting adjour¬ 
ned at 9:40 p.m, after two minor 
items were disposed of. One was 
the question of servicing the rang¬ 
es, refrigerators, and air condition¬ 
ers that members can buy through 
GHI arrangements with a discount 
outlet, Cooperative Services. GHI 
will not be responsible for instal¬ 
lation or maintenance, but Coop¬ 
erative Services has informed GHI 
that it will furnish such services, 
including one-year maintenance 
guarantee, for a fee, GHI mana¬ 
ger Roy Breashears also reported 
that there will be a freight charge 
of up to $20 a unit and that if 
members want a special color there 
will be an extra charge. 

The other matter dealt with the 
settlement fees for the new town- 
houses. The board voted that these 
charges, which include title insur¬ 
ance and fees, transfer fees, and 
stamps and taxes on documents, 
will be charged the buying mem¬ 
ber directly and will not become 
part of the cost of the sales price 
of the home. 

Prior to the GHI board meet¬ 
ing, the stockholders of Greenbelt 
Development Corporation, opera¬ 
tor of the Parkway apartments, 
held a meeting to elect a GDC 
board for the coming year. The 
stockholders are the present GHI 
board and generally the GDC 
board is composed of the same per¬ 
sons. However, GHI board mem¬ 
ber David Lange declined to run, 
and instead nominated Bill Lath- 
om in order “to encourage greater 
membership participation in cor¬ 
poration business." At the same 
time, Norman Weyel, a defeated 
GHI board candidate in last May’s 
election, w r as nominated and won 
out in the final vote. 


New Voters Registered 

Some 250 Greenbelters registered 
in the Special Voter Registration 
held last Saturday, June 28. Slight¬ 
ly over 200 persons registered at 
the Springhill Lake Community 
Center. Other locations for regis¬ 
tration were the North End Ele¬ 
mentary School and Greenbelt Mu¬ 
nicipal Building. 

Greenbelters may register to vote 
Monday through Friday at the 
Municipal Building from 8 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. Additional special reg¬ 
istration days, which will be held 
on Saturdays and evenings will be 
announced later in the summer. 
Election day for the Greenbelt City 
Council will be held on September 


Dedication ceremonies for the 
newly completed addition to the 
Greenbelt Firehouse will be held 
at a banquet Saturday night, July 
5, which will also feature installa¬ 
tion of officers for both the Ladies 
Auxiliary and the Volunteer Fire 
Dept, and Rescue Squad. City 
officials, police chiefs of nearby 
companies and representatives of 
other area volunteer fire depart¬ 
ments will be honored guests at 
the program. 

The name Smith will figure 
prominently in the festivities, since 
Robert “Skip" Smith, Fire Mar¬ 
shal for Montgomery County, will 
be guest speaker; another Robert 
Smith, past senior instructor in 
fire control at the University of 
Maryland, will act as Master of 
Ceremonies; and Mayor Edgar L. 
Smith will speak on behalf of the 
city of Greenbelt. City Manager 
James K. Geise and Police Chief 
William Lane will also be present. 

The new addition to the Fire¬ 
house features a large multi-pur¬ 
pose room across the rear of the 
original structure and opening 
through folding doors into the for¬ 
mer training room. The new room 
will be used for first aid practice, 
lectures, and banquets; and the 
dedication banquet and installation 
ceremonies will mark its first use 
for such a social occasion. Less 
than a week later — on Wednesday 
— the room will be used again for 
the annual employees banquet for 
the city of Greenbelt.

Gentry Drive Paving 
Confronts Council 

Beltway Plaza problems were the 
subject of an informal meeting 
Monday night between city council 
members and representatives of 
First National Realty Co., develop¬ 
ers of the shopping center. 

The major problem is the loca¬ 
tion and pavement of Gentry 
Drive, the road alongside the A&P, 
which connects the westerly por¬ 
tion of Springhill Lake with Green¬ 
belt Rd. The road is a major 
egess and ingress route for Sping- 
hill Lake Apartment dwellers. 

Sidney Brown, president of First 
National Realty told council that 
plans for the further development 
of Beltway Plaza are being held 
up, pending agreement on the road. 
About one-third of the road has 
been paved by Brown, and another 
two-thirds remains. The city will 
not accept dedication of the road 
until paved to specifications 

Brown is seeking assistance in 
meeting the cost of pavement, 
which is estimated at around 
$40,000. Brown said that he has 
done his share by donating the 
land for the road and paving the 
road from Greenbelt Rd. to the 
A&P. Since, he argued, the re¬ 
maining part of the road will be 
of greater benefit to Springhill 
Lake dwellers than to the shopping 
center, he felt that Springhill Lake 
developers should make a contri¬ 
bution. 

The city manager was asked to 
set up another meeting at which 
Springhill Lake owners would join 
the discussion. 


V.F.D. & R.S. ASSIST AT 
GLENN DALE DISASTER 

The Volunteer Fire Depts. and 
Rescue Squads of Greenbelt and 
Bowie found themselves second in 
command to the Glenn Dale squad 
during last Saturday's train wreck 
near Glenn Dale. Rushing every 
available vehicle to the scene of 
the disaster — three pumpers, two 
ambulances, and one jeep, or brush 
truck — the Greenbelt squad fought 
brush fires, as well as a fire on the 
train itself, and transported some 
21 injured people to local area 
hospitals. They also treated for 
heat exhaustion and minor injur¬ 
ies an undetermined number of 
volunteer firemen present at the 
disaster. 

Twenty-seven Greenbelt volun¬ 
teers worked for three hours at 
the Glenn Dale emergency. During 
that same period — from 1:20 to 
4:30 p.m. — a standby team of 
three men stayed on alert in Green¬ 
belt with the Chiefs car, which, 
with a portable stretcher, first aid 
supplies and oxygen equipment, 
had been converted into a third 
ambulance for possible emergen¬ 
cy use here. A pumper truck from 
Beltsville also stood by to cover 
Greenbelt while local fire trucks 
w r ere away.

The display, costing about $1,500, 
will include the traditional Amer¬ 
ican flag, as well as a Double 
Wheel, Saxon Square, Niagara 
Falls, Airplane and Battleship, 
Travelling Rats, Donkey Finale, 
and others. They will be supplied 
by the Zambelli Fireworks Com¬ 
pany which furnishes the fireworks 
at the Washington Monument. 

Extra policemen will be station¬ 
ed at the lake to direct traffic and 
patrol the crowds. City Manager 
James Giese reminds the public 
that alcoholic beverages are pro¬ 
hibited, as is the use of fireworks 
by spectators. 

A limited number of parking 
spaces will be available on Cres¬ 
cent Road, in Boxwood Village 
and at the small lakeside parking 
lot. Giese recommends, however 
that residents walk to the lake if 
they can, to avoid the traditionaJ 
traffic. 

In the event of rain, the fire¬ 
works will be postponed from day 
to day, and will be shown on the 
first day that weather permits. 


Record Snapping Turtle 
Found in Greenbelt Lake

For a 12-year-old boy, the joy 
of finding a huge snapping turtle 
is surpassed only by the agony of 
having to let “him” go. 

For Timothy Fox, of 6705 Stan¬ 
ton Rd. in Woodlawn, parting with 
“Gertrude’" is even more unbear¬ 
able. No everyday snapper, Ger¬ 
trude is possibly the largest red- 
bellied turtle on record. Tipping 
the scales at 11 pounds, Gertrude 
was estimated by one Smithsonian 
volunteer to be 50 years old. 

“She’s 42," insists Timothy. Hi* 
intuition may be good — he named 
the turtle “Gertrude" before its 
sex had been confirmed by Smith¬ 
sonian volunteer Dan M. Carver, 
who also observed that she is 
“probably full of eggs" at this time 
of the year, a bit of information 
that probably made the reptile 
treasure no easier to bid goodbye. 

Timothy found the turtle Thurs¬ 
day, June 19, when his mother took 
him, his brother and a cousin fish¬ 
ing at Greenbelt Lake. The boy 
saw “Gertrude" crawling near the 
road and called for his mother to 
stop the oar. 

Tim's mother took the boy and 
the turtle to the Smithsonian Li¬ 
brary, where they were promptly 
directed to the reptile department 

Now, Timothy’s problem is space. 
At the moment Gertrude’s swim¬ 
ming around in a sink in the fa¬ 
mily’s basement, but she cannot 
be expected to put up with suck 
confinement for long. Dan Carver 
said a proper cage would have tc 
provide a swimming area as large 
as a public pool. 

Dan, a Linthicum, Md., high 
school student, who spends hi* 
summers studying zoology and do¬ 
ing volunteer work for the Smith¬ 
sonian, is willing to take the dis¬ 
posal problem off young Timothy's 
hands. Dan wants to turn the 
turtle loose in a more primitive 
area farther removed from civili¬ 
zation than is Greenbelt Lake. 

“I was trying pretty hard to get 
him to give it to me," he said. He 
offered him a smaller, more man¬ 
ageable turtle in place of Gertrude. 
But the boy is reluctant. 

“Maybe I’ll keep her until she 
lays her eggs,” Timothy said wist¬ 
fully. “Then I could let her go," 

Asked if he was afraid of being 
bitten, Timothy paused before so¬ 
berly answering, “Yes, I am” 

Dan Carver said the boy had 
promised to give him a final de¬ 
cision on Friday. 

In the meantime, “Gertrude” is 
the undisputed queen of the Fox 
basement. 
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City Notes 

Last week was the busiest week 
of the current year for the Green¬ 
belt Recreation Dept. Ten new 
summer programs started, a band 
concert was given at the Lake Park, 
and the mens’ softball league tour¬ 
nament began. During Sunday af¬ 
ternoon, June 28, both municipal 
parking lots near the centers for 
recreation — the swimming pool 
and Braden Field — were filled to 
capacity. 

Largest of the summer programs 
offered by the Dept, is Camp Pine 
Tree, which has enrolled 58 chil¬ 
dren in the first session. Enrolled 
in swimming classes are 240 chil¬ 
dren. Other programs being offer¬ 
ed, for which registration was held 
on Monday, June 23, are archery, 
trampoline, golf, tennis, synchro¬ 
nized swimming, and arts and 
crafts. 

* * * 

Two concrete contractors are 
working simultaneously along 
Crescent Rd, between Southway 
and the underpass near the library. 
A contractor on the library con¬ 
struction project has been pouring 
sidewalks on all sides of the build¬ 
ing, linking up with sidewalks near 
the Center School and through the 
underpass. Also included in his 
work is that portion of the side¬ 
walk along the street on the li¬ 
brary property. It is now possible 
again to walk from the commer¬ 
cial center on walkways past the 
Center School and through the 
underpass. (This route had been 
blocked off during the entire per¬ 
iod of the library’s construction.) 

On both sides of the street the 
contractor for the city has been 
pouring curbs and gutters. He was 
able to finish the section to the 
underpass yesterday. Because the 
curbing ds going in now in front of 
the library, all grading between 
the street and the sidewalk can 
also be completed in one operation. 
The city’s contract calls for con¬ 
struction of the sidewalk between 
the library and the municipal buil¬ 
ding. 


Middle Stales Assn. 
Accredits PG College 

Prince George’s Community Col¬ 
lege has received regional ac¬ 
creditation by the Middle States 
Association of Colleges and Sec¬ 
ondary Schools. 

Results of accreditation are: (1) 
unquestioned transferrability of 
credits in college parallel prog¬ 
rams, and (2) acceptance of its 
students for employment in posi¬ 
tions requiring attendance at, or 
graduation from, regionally accre¬ 
dited colleges. 

The action was taken by the 
Association’s Commission in Insti- 
tuions of Higher Education fol¬ 
lowing a visit to the campus by an 
evaluation team February 16-19. 

When classes began at Prince 
George’s Community College in 
the fall of 1958, 185 students en¬ 
rolled. This fall, more than 4,300 
students enrolled with an estima¬ 
ted 5,800 students to enroll in the 
fall of 1969. 

Physically the college has grown 
frt|m quarters it shared in the ev¬ 
ening with Suitland Senior High 
School, to a 150-acre campus of its 
own in Largo, Md. with a newly- 
purchased 248-acre second campus 
in Clinton, Md. 

In addition, there has been an 
expansion of programs available 
to students at the community col¬ 
lege. When the college started, 
courses were available in the bus¬ 
iness administration, arts and 
sciences, and teacher education 
curriculums. This fall 20 eurrlc- 
ulums — both transfer and ca¬ 
reer — will be available to stu¬ 
dents. 
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Pool Passes Are 
Not Transferable 

Despite the fact that Greenbelt 
swimming pool passes are non- 
transferable, pool officials have 
discovered several being presented 
by persons other than the signator¬ 
ies. In such cases, the city confis¬ 
cates the passes and holds them for 
a penalty period. Pool officials, 
some of whom have worked at 
their posts for as long as seven 
years, are familiar with most reg¬ 
ular pass users 

Pool pass sales this year for fa¬ 
milies are running about equal 
with those last year, but single 
passes are lagging in total sales. 
Figures for last year are as of 
July 1. This year’s sales figures 
are through Friday, June 27, and 
do not include the recent weekend 
sales. 

For resident families this year 
495 passes have been sold, as 
against 499 for last year. Non¬ 
resident family passes this year 
are 119 as against 120 last year. 
For resident single passes the fig¬ 
ures are, respectively, 49 and 64. 
For non-resident single passes they 
are 1 and 7.

COG Endorses Water 
Storage Reservoirs 

At a meeting on June 12 the 
Board of Directors of the Metro¬ 
politan Washington Council of 
Governments accepted the conclu¬ 
sions and recommendations of a 
consultant’s report calling for the 
construction of water storage 
reservoirs in the Potomac River 
Basin to meet present and future 
water requirements for the Wash¬ 
ington area, excluding its recom¬ 
mendation for a reservoir at 
Seneca. The Board called on 
COG’s 15 major local governments 
to take similar action. 

The Board urged local govern¬ 
ments to work immediately for 
Congressional funds to build the 
already - authorized Bloomington 
Reservoir and to authorize and fi¬ 
nance construction of a series of 
small dams on the Potomac above 
the Washington area. 

The Board authorized the staff 
to execute a contract for operation 
of a mathematical model, a series 
of equations for use in estimating 
more accurately the future distri¬ 
bution of population and employ¬ 
ment in varieties of detailed cate¬ 
gories. Funds are already included 
in the COG budget for this 
project. 

Progress Reports 

The Board also received pro¬ 
gress reports on the work of its 
special committee to study repre¬ 
sentation on the Board (its final 
report will be presented at the 
July 10 Board meeting), its special 
project to develop priority actions 
on the metropolitan housing prob¬ 
lem (a final report also due in 
July), and on the COG express bus 
operation which began on June 23 
to provide rush- hour service for 
inner city residents to jobs in 
Prince Georges County, while also 
giving more express bus service 
to Prince Georges residents work¬ 
ing downtown.

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Weight Limit Raised 
On Parcel Post 

The parcel post weight limit 
will be raised to 49 pounds for 
shipments between first-class post 
offices after July 1, Postmaster 
Emory A. Harman announced to¬ 
day. 

The maximum parcel poet weight 
limit will be increased from 30 
pounds on shipments between the 
larger post offices in the third 
through eighth parcel post zones 
one and two, the ceiling has been 
40 pounds. The maximum size of 
packages sent between all first- 
class offices remains 72 inches in 
combined length and girth. 

The size limit on parcels sent to 
or from smaller offices, rural or 
star routes, military post offices, 
and all Alaskan and Hawaiian post 
offices stays at 70 pounds, with a 
combined length and girth of 100 
inches, Postmaster Harman added. 

Public Law 89-593, enacted Sep¬ 
tember 20, 1966, authorized the po¬ 
stal service to increase weight and 
size limits on shipments between 
larger cities On July 1 of 1970 and 
1971, the length and girth -limits 
are scheduled to rise to 78 and 84 
inches, respectively, on shipments 
between first-class post offices.

PROPOSED POSTAL 
RATE INCREASES 

Details of proposed postal rate 
increases have been released by 
the Post Office Department, as 
follows: 

First-class mail: Letters and 
post cards would be increased 
one cent, to 7 cents an ounce and 
6 cents a piece, respectively, on 
July 1, 1969. Airmail postage 

would remain at 10 cents. 

Second-class mail: A handling 
charge of 3/10ths of a cent per 
piece for circulation outside home 
counties would become effective 
July 1, 1969. This would represent 
a 12 percent increase in addition 
to the 8 percent rise scheduled 
to take effect January 1, 1970. 

Third-class mail: For single 
pieces, rates would be increased 
one cent per piece. For regular 
bulk third-class, the minimum 
would be increased to a uniform 
rate of 4.2 cents January 1, 1970, 
as contrasted with the present 
rate of 3.6 cents.
